’up" the taxes on public utilities 
and other corporations. 

Of even greater importance, so- 
called "Big Business,” conscious 
of the need of fortifying its po¬ 
sition to withstand radicalism and 
attacks on “the profit system,” 
may accept a heavier share of 
the tax burden without protest, 
if the proposals are within rea¬ 
son. 

A second boost of approxi¬ 
mately $6,000,000 per biennium 
in the taxes of public utilities, 
which would fall most heavily on 
the power corporations and the 
telephone and telegraph com¬ 
panies, will undoubtedly be pro¬ 
posed. The 1933 Legislature 
boosted public utility taxes $6,- 
000,000 and the second $6,000,000 
increase, now contemplated, would 
accomplish the $12,000,000 in¬ 
crease recommended by the Tax 
Research Bureau two years ago. 

The State income tax, it is es¬ 
timated, would also raise ap¬ 
proximately $12,000,000. 

Bank and corporation franchise 
taxes are also scheduled for in¬ 
crease under some of the bills 
which have been prepared. Sev¬ 
erance taxes on oil, minerals and 
timber are contemplated in other 
measures which some groups will 
sponsor. 

„ Many other tax proposals are 
under consideration, although no 
definite program has been ad¬ 
vanced as yet by representative 
groups. 

Postponement of the operation 
of the second part of the Riley- 
Stewart Tax Relief Plan, which 
calls for the return of utility 
properties to the counties for lo¬ 
cal tax purposes, has been men¬ 
tioned in some quarters, due to 
the fact that this shift would 
reduce State revenues approxi¬ 
mately $70,000,000 per bidnnium 
and probably necessitate a State 
ad valorem tax. 

The ad valorem, or direct prop¬ 
erty tax, would stir up a hor¬ 
net's neat of opposition, it is gen¬ 
erally conceded, and many of the 
governmental leaders are deter¬ 
mined to avoid such a levy at all 
costs. 

In connection with unemploy¬ 
ment relief and unemployment 
insurance proposals, there is also 
a possibility that the 2'.j per 
cent Stale sales tax will be 
jumped to 3 per cent, with the 
extra tax being specifically set 
aside to care for relief costs, un¬ 
employment insurance and other 
welfare activities. Under the ori¬ 
ginal act, the sales tax was in¬ 
tended to drop down to 2 per

T AXATION, unemployment re¬ 
lief and "the liberalization 
of government” are rapidly 
taking shape as the primary is¬ 
sues of the 1935 State Legisla¬ 
ture, which will convene at Sac¬ 
ramento in January. 

And there is every indication 
that the forthcoming session of 
the lawmakers will go down in 
the record books as one of the 
most momentous legislative meet¬ 
ings in California history. 

The swing toward a new lib¬ 
eralism and progressivism in gov¬ 
ernment in part a by-product of 
the depression and its problems, 
but in the main a counter-at¬ 
tack on radicalism— will have 
strong bearing on tax legislation 
as well as the unemployment pro¬ 
gram, according to present 
trends. 

In adidtion to a powerful drive 
for a State income tax, designed 
to balance inequalities of the 
sales tax, there will undoubtedly

P LAN NOW to put your gar¬ 
den in order for the winter 
and spring. If you have a 
hit and miss arrangement of your 
shrubbery and flowers, see if you 
can not rearrange them into 
some order now, putting the 
shrubbery into masses and the 
flowers into beds or borders, so 
that the whole will have a neat j 
and artistic appearance. Shrub- \ 
bery that has grown too old and 
woody should be replaced with 
new. Gaps in the garden where 
shrubs are missing should be 
filled in with new material. 

Perennials that are now through 
blooming such as Chrysanthe¬ 
mums, Delphinium, Hollyhocks, 
ets., should be cut back and the 
plants taken up and set out in 
new locations. Cannas can be cut 
back now, dug up, divided and 
reset. Dallias should be cut down 
to the ground and either left in 
the ground or dug up and stored. 

Cow or steer manure should be 
spread over the garden and 
worked into the soil. Citrus and 


avocado trees should be fertilized 
now. 

Plant sweet-peas. Set out Pe¬ 
tunia plants, also pansies, violas, 
calendulas, stocks, rust-proof 
snapdragons, straw-flowers, and 
gallardias. 

When roses have stopped bloom¬ 
ing they can be pruned but 
usually this is not done until 
January Use powdered sulphur 
on rose bushes to stop mildew.

Can You 
Count Your 

Chickens 
Before They're 
Hatched ? 


Voluntarily pledging themselves 
to protect the State’s wild duck 
supply by refraining from shoot¬ 
ing the birds during the coming 
season, members of the local 
rifle club this week unanimously 
joined in a State-wide protest 
against the wanton destruction of 
waterfowl being carried on in 
California under present condi¬ 
tions and regulations. 

"We have decided to purchase 
our special duck-stamps as usual,” 
Fred LaLone, rifle club officer 
and trapper said yesterday, "but 
we shall not kill any ducks. The 
proceeds from the duck stamps 
are necessary to the government 
in carrying out its plans for 
widlfowl conservation, so we plan 
to continue that support.” 

Speaking for local hunters, and j 
explaining the position of all fair 
minded sportsmen. LaLone con- 
j tinued. ‘ Unusually low water j 
levels in the lakes in recent 
years have forced the ducks to 
land in large numbers on the 
few restricted water areas avail- 
j able. Such lakes are for the most 
I past confined to privately owned 
lodge grounds, and in conse-1 
quence have been converted into 
commercial slaughterhouses. 

“Funds raised by sale of the 
stamps go toward replenishing 
the natural lakes usually fre¬ 
quented by the great body of 
hunters. Until such times as these 
lakes are restored, and the duck 
supply is built up, it is our duty 
to do all in our power to protect 
them. 

“On August 20 last the Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture set aside 
all waterfowl regulations for the 
coming duck season. Waterfowl 
hunters were surprised to say the 
least at a code so favorable to 
the rich sportsman, and so much 
to the detriment of the average 
duck Stamp buyer as well as to 
the failing duck supply. 

“To the average sportsman tne 
bag limit is too high, but quite 
the contrary to the mind of the 
hunting glutton, ensconced in his 
duck blind with a bottle of ale. 

"The average wildfowl hunter 
who has a clear mind, and can 
see the future, will buy his duck 
stamp—and stay home during 
this duck season. I don’t think 
this is asking too much of true 
sportsman. During wet years the 
lonely Mallard had his choice of 
landing on several large lakes, 
but this year he must land on 
one lake kept filled by duck 
clubs. He lands in a slaughter 
pen ..."
